Breeders and Bacingf Men Wide 
World Over Aroused by 
Its Promise. 



Ky., July 12. — With the running 
of the LiUtonia Championship at the Milldale ruurse 
next fall tlie richest turf erent of tills continent 
will be decided. Tills race, for three-year-olds, 
lias an estimated value of $.’ 10,000 and has no 
close rival on the American turf. It soon will 
eclipse even the Kentucky Derby in importance, in 
the opinion of Col, Matt J. Winn, vice-president 
and general manager of the Kentucky Jockey Club. 

Tlio originators of the race have endeavored to 
keep pace witli the growing desire for long-distance 
racing. This desire has come from the knowledge 
that long route competition will improve the thor- 
oughbred and the recognition of the love of the 
public for contests at longer distances than sprints. 

Tliis race in the fall will serve as a test of en- 
durance similar to that provided by the Derby in the 
spring. There will also be no excuse as to lack of 
condition, as the starters will be thoroughly sea- 
soned by spring and summer campaigning, niere 
will be no allowances; colts and geldings will carry 
122 iMunds and fillies will have up 119. 

In many of the prominent stakes at shorter dis- 
tances racing luck often figures. A quick starter 
with an early turn of speed often goes out and 
beats superior opponents that suffer from inter- 
ference. But at one and three-quarters of a mile 
staying capacity will tell. The winner truly will 
be champion of the year. 

With the announcement of this race in 1916, 
breeders and racing men tlironghout the world were 
aroused over its promise. Nominations came from 
every section of the United States, and from Eng- 
land and France. “It may have been “counting your 
chickens before tliey hatch,” but breeders realised 
that the value of good performers would be greatly en- 
hanced by eligibility to this rich stake. Foals of 
1916 were named, and 471 nominations were made 
when the entries closed March 1, 1917. 

IMCKEASE YALVE OF THE EMTBT. 

As an example of the effect of this fixture on 
the value of a thoroughbred, take the case of 
Eternal. If owner McClelland was figuring on sell- 
ing the son of Sweep, would not the fact that he 
has a royal chance of annexing this $50,000 race 
add thousands of dollars to his value? This fact 
was foreseen by breeders of tlioroughbreds, and 
those 471 nominations were made with a subscrip- 
tion of $10 accompanying each nomination. 

To this original subscription of $4,710 is added 
$15,000 by the Kentucky Jockey Club. Other con- 
ditions are: If declared by January 1, 1918, $25 

each; if declared by January 1, 1919, $50 each; 
all remaining after January 1, 1919, $100 each; 
$250 additional to start. 

The second horse will receive $2,500; the third 
$1,000, and the fourth will save his stake. The 
original nominator of the winner will receive $ 1 , 000 , 
the nominator of the second horse $500 and of the 
third horse $250. In addition to the huge values the 
owner of the winner will receive a gold cup valued 
at $1,000, a gift of the Tlioroughbred Horse Asso- 
ciation, by private subscription of certain of its 
members. 

Tills stake was inaugurated by the Latonia Jockey 
Club, and with tlie purchase of that organization 
by the Kentucky Jockey Club it was taken over with 
a view to making it America’s leading fixture. 
It is sure to prove the cliief battle ground between 
tile east and west. Many owners do not care to 
hurry their cliarges for long route racing in spring, 
but with a date such as that for tlie Liatonia Cham- 
pionship, tliree-year-olds will have matured and 
will be seasoned for a real test of their sliced and 
stamina.

DEAL FOR HAVRE DE GRACE CLOSED 

Horsemen Purchase the ControUiu.r Interest in the 
Track for Reported Price of $250,000. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 12. — The option for the 
purcliase of the Havre de Grace race track has been 
taken up by tiie horsemen. Tlie deal was consum- 
mated last night at a meeting held here at which 
were Mr. Bradley Wilson, a Marylander, who held 
the option; Dr. Adams, Guy Bedwell, R. F. Carman, 
James Arthur, Mr. Carra, lawyer who looked after 
the legal end of the ti-ansactioa; Major Thomas C. 
McDowell and J. O. Keene, of Kentucky. Maj<» 
McDowell and J. O. Keene attended to represent 
the Tlioroughbred Home Association, wbich Is 
advancing $65,000 towards the purchase until it is 
taken up by Maryland horsemen. 

The stock has been overeubscribed according to 
the report of the me<‘ting and the purchase money 
wbich is said to be $250,000 for the contrtdling in- 
terest to be paid into a New York bank next Tnea-

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 12.— One of the largest 
crowds that ever attended the Yonkers course wit- 
nessed the running of the Empire City Handicap 
and other good races that made up the opening 
day program. The brick walk and lawn in front of 
the stand were packed, the congestion being great 
at every point. A strong wind blew at times, 
raising considerable dust, which caused much dis- 
comfort. Aside from that it was an ideal after- 
noon for outdoor sport, and the racing was im- 
mensely enjoyed by the big throng present. 

The absence of Old Rosebud somewhat detracted 
from the interest in the Empire City Handicap, 
but G. D. Widener’s Lanins’ victory proved decidely 
popular. The Irish-bred gelding was ridden by J. 
Loftus and was substantially backed. Loftus kept 
him in a good forward position while Tippity Wit- 
chet was setting a dazzling early pace, and not until 
entering the homestretch did be begin riding. Lanius 
responded in game fashion, and after passing Spur 
gamely and successfully resisted the sensational 
closing dash of the Latonia Derby winner, Be Frank, 
which would have snatched victory in another stride 
or two. It was a great finish and the entliuslasm 
of the crowd was aroused to a high pitch.

G. W. Loft’s Ormbel, a son of Duke of Ormonde — 
Miss Bellamy, scored in the opening dash. He 
showed the way throughout, but was forced to do 
his best at the end, Annette Teller making a strong 
bid in the final eighth. 

The old campaigner Hank O’Day found easy oppo- 
sition in the second race, and after racing into the 
lead when entering the backstretch was only can- 
tering at the end. The Glen Riddle Farm’s Pi- 
raeus, the medium of heavy backing in GiLs race, 
was eliminated from serious contention when he 
was pinched back at the start and forced to race 
wide afterward. 

WEIGHT TOO MUCH FOR PETER PIPER. 

In the Katonah Highweight Handicap Peter Piper 
found his heavy impost too much for him after 
threatening seriously. At the head of the stretch he 
fell back a badly beaten fifth. The speedy Out 
the Way carried 129 pounds and ran away from 
his opponents at tlie call of Loftus, who inci- 
dentally rode two of the day’s winners. 

Paddy. Whack found the lightly weighted Dottie 
Vandiver a tough proposition in the fifth race, and 
although winning his margin was a slender one. 

The final dash of the afternoon was a duel be- 
tween Romany and End Man, the first mentioned 
prevailing in easy fashion after End Man had lead 
to near the finish. 

Col. Matt Winn was a new arrival today from 
Kentucky. He admired the improvements made 
in tile clubhouse and said he w*ould remain in New 
York and Saratoga until the end of August when 
he will return to Kentucky to prepare for the open- 
ing of the fall season. 

Major Tom McDowell will remain in New York 
until after the settlement of the Havre de Grace 
track sale, dated for next Tuesday, when he will 
move to Saratoga. 

Had the grandstand at Empice City been twice 
its size it would not have accommodated the people 
present today. 

James Coffroth, manage.r of the Tijuana Racing 
Association, will stieud a few weeks in the east. 
“As soon as things quiet down in Washington I 
am going there to try and fix up the passport 
business to cross the border,” said Mr. Coffroth. 
“and I have every belief we shall begin racing at 
Tijuana on Tliaiiksgiving day. In fact, • in the 
language of the betting man., ‘It is a one to twenty 
shot.’ ” 

W. T. Wilkinson advanced Ormbel to $2,500 after 
the finish of the first race and secured her. 

Vincent Powers, contract steeplechase rider for 
the C reentree Stable, piloted its Peter Piper In the 
Katonah Handicap and, after its running he was 
suspended for five days by the stewards for tough 
rhUaf,

Barring Enemy Horses from English Stud Book Hits 
Hard Breeding Industries of Defeated Foe. 

NEW YORK, N. Y. July 12.— The decision of 
the English and Belgian Jockey Clubs to bar from 
participation in racing, and the refusal to accept 
for registration in the English Stud Book any 
alien enemy horses will be a crushing blow to the 
iKirse breeding activities of Germany, Austro- 
Hungary, Bulgaria and Turkey. 

Thoroughbred sires, most of them of English 
lineage, were the foundation of the great army and 
racing studs developeii by Germany and Austria- 
Hungary. The best were none too gixai in the es- 
tnhlisliment of a typo of general purpose horse. 
The English Derby winners Ard Patrick and Galtee 
More each rest $110,000. The Tlioiisand Guineas 
winner Kirkeonnel and St. Maeloii, the graml 
sire of Harry Payne W'hitney’s Vindex, were among 
the other fine sires that were available to farmers 
and lireeders at a nominal fee. Tlie Russian gov- 
ernment originally piirehased Galtee More, and lie 
was subsequently aeipiired by Germany chiefly on 
tlie recommendation of Count I-elindorf, wlio had 
charge of the great Prussian stud at Graditz. 

Tlie records of tlie English Stud Bonk show that 
for the twenty years prior to the outbreak of tlie 
war 2.250 entire thoroughbreds — some of wiiieli 
were foals at the time and were subsequently gehl- 
ed — were imported from Great Bitain by Germany. 
During the same period there were approximately 
2,(¥)0 fillies taken from England for Germany ac- 
count. It is reasonable to assume that during tlie 
same time heavy drains were made uis»n Frencli 
and Belgian studs. 

Tlie Freneh Jockey Club has not as yet taken 
any formal action regarding alien owned horses, but 
they may confidently be expectwl to follow the lead 
of their allies and iieiglihors. England’s gn*at tnrf 
events are oiien to the world, but France has witii 
few exceptions no big turf prizes for liorses foaled 
outside of the republic. Spain, which has within 
the past few years taken great strides in racing 
and breeding, cliiefly due to the active sympalby 
and participation of King Alfonso, whose nom de 
course is Duke of Toleilo, will iirohably fiirnisli 
an asylum for Geniiuii turfmen who yearn to win 
honors outside their own country. 

AMERICA HAS TAKEN NO ACTION AS FET. 

Whether the Jockey clubs of America will take 
anj- action in the premises remains to be seen. The 
Uniteil States is so remote from the interdicted 
countries tliat there is little likelihood of any Ger- 
man-bred or owned thoroughbreds being sent liere 
for competitive purposes. Germany maintained rac- 
ing on a more or less pretentious scale during the 
war, and tliere was no letup in breeding. The 
future, however, will probably find her in the open 
market of the world bidding for the bf>st bliHxI 
obtainable. She will be forced to take this course 
in order to keep up the standard of her horses. 

Tlie entire situation in a nutshell would seem to 
be tliat the allied turf auUiorities do not propose to 
let the enemy reap any benefit from the thorniigh- 
breds they pilfered during the war, and also the 
fact is driven home with cruel force that they la<-k 
the sportsmanlike qualities so essential on the turf. 

When Gerald L. Stead was in this country two 
years ago lie said that his father, the noted New 
Zealand breeder of thoroughbreds, would not liiive 
a mare standing more than 15.2 and that his great- 
est successes had come from matrons not over 15 
hands high. The recent showing ■ of Pnreliase, 
Panoply and Man o’ War are oonspieiioiis illus- 
trations where small mares have foaled great turf 
performers. Cherryola, by Tanzmeister, the dam of 
Purchase, is a long low type that would liave 
plea.sed Mr. Stead immensely. Mohubali, wliieli 
foaled Mao o’ War for Major Belmont, does not 
approach the average thoroughbred mare in stature, 
but she Iia.s given the turf a performer of gigantic 
proportions in Mr. Riddle’s champion. Wlien A. 
J. Joyner had the Whitney string in England it 
comprised the mare Inaugural, by Voter. During 
one of hLs visits abroad the late William Collins 
Whitney a.sked his trainer wliat lie proposed doing 
with “that little tiling,’’ pointing to Inaiigiiral. 
Mr. Joj’ner’s reply was “Win raei'S with her and 
then breed some good race horses.’’ As she brought 
Mr. Wliitney’s colors liome on two occasions ami 
then priMiiieeil Flags and Panoply, she lias gone a 
long way towards making good her former trainer’s 
liropliesy.

EXTRAORDINARY WAGERS IN OLD DAYS 

Famous wagers are not so eonimoii now as in by- 
gone days, says an English writer. In 1i!70, for 
iiistaiKS', I»rd Digbj* staked $2.50 that be would 
walk five miles round Newmarket heatli in a cer- 
tain time, barefooted and stark naked, and lost 
by tlie narrow margin of half a minute, the king 
and all the court la-iiig witnesses of the iM-rf'inii- 
anee. 

In the lattor half of the eighteentli mitiiry a 
Livcriaxil scientist bet a brother scientist tliat lie 
would read a newspaper lij* the light of a fartliing 
dip at a distance of tliirty feet. The first scientist 
merely coated the inside of a shallow wooden box 
with sloping pieces of looking glass, so as to form 
a concave lens, placed it behind his farthing dip, 
and easily read the small print at the distance 
named. Tlie winning of the wager was witnessed liy 
a Liverpool doekmaster, who ultimately applied ttie 
idea to lighthouse requirements and evolved tlie 
modern reflected light. 

Several years ago, during a yachting trip of 
members of the Jlersey docks and harbor board, 
A. W. Wilmer, a leading Liverpool cotton broker, 
was presented with a pair of wooden shoes for liis 
birtliday, and another member of the board offensl 
to contribute a sum of money to two charities if 
Mr. Wilmer would go to tlie Cotton Exchung'- 
wearing them. For sweet charity’s sake Mr. Will- 
mer appeared on ’t'liange wearing the wooden shiK-s 
and the stakes were handed over to him.
